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Remarks 


During the week onding the 23rd November, 1940, in British 
India and in the Indian States shown m this state- 
ment, the total number of deaths recorded in 225 towns hav- 
ing a population of 30,000 and over was 9,050. The mid- war 
cafe mated population of these towns was 26,106,896 
and the death rate was 19 -8 per thousand of the 
population. Births in the same towns numbered 
19,074 giving a birth rate of 38 • 0 per thousand of the 
population, In British India alone the corresponding 
binfh Bind death rates were 38 2 and 20 "1 per thousand of 
the population respectively. 

(A) British India . — The following towns in British India 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of 
the population. 

' Benares (54-4) ; Gaya (53 *6) and Hard war Union (52 '2). 

The high death rates in B- mares and Gaya wi re to a great 
extent due to deaths from fevers. The high death rate in

Hardwar Union was mainly due to deaths from favors, 
respiratory diseases and dysentery and diarrhoea. 

In 204 towns in British India, there were 17 deaths from 
cholera, 21 deaths from Bmallpox and 5 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from cholera Bhagalpur recorded 4 ; Cal- 
cutta 3; Howrah, Krishnanagar, Berhampur (in Bengal) 2 each; 
Arrab, Jamalpur, Cuttack and Chittagong one each. Of the dea- 
ths from smallpox Calcutta reoorded 5; Ajmer 3; Bhagalpur, 
Jamshedpur, Nabadwip aud Madras 2 each ; Gujranwaia, 
Sargodha, Gaya, Satara and Hyderabad one eaoh. Of the 
deaths from plague Pandharpur recorded 3 and Coimbatore 2. 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown In 
thiB statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 60 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 21 towns of the Indian States thero was one death from 
cholera recorded in Udaipur City; 3 deaths from smallpox 
were recorded in Alleppey and 3 deaths from plague were 
recorded in Mysoro City.
